AN ANONYMOUS LETTER. 


The News has just received an anonymous letter. Usu- 


ally such communications reach only the waste basket, for 
the person who conceals his identity behind a non-de-plume, 
or insists on yelling his information over a rock wall when 
the yard gate is wide open, is usually not entitled, to much 
consideration. The receiver of a letter should know several 
•things about tHe sender in order to give the communication 
the proper consideration.
